I can niv 
live tfliere in aafety. I havo to pay a 
lar^e rent and heavy taxes, I am be- 
inir mined. 

"Hefole 1 look llO^esMdll I Wi'll 

known and |K>])iilar in the di.striot. in 
whieih I have spent most of my llf'. 
My family iia.s lived there since the 
jiaar 1609°. Xot a word of warnin;; 
iwas given to mc, but as soon as I 
slgnad the agreement trouble began. 
My laborem told me they had be <i 
called before ithe local braooh a( the 
leii^riie and foi-bidden to w«»rk for nie; 
tra<lesnien were foriiidden to .sell (• 
iiie, and nol>oil\' dared hiiy tin- ]iro- 
diK^e of my f.irin My life wsis threat- 
ened. My place is friinrded liy the 

IMilice, and while there I am watclied 
>y three other policemen, af>ecially 
'detailed >to proitecit me personally. 
They foUtanv me everywhere the mo- 
ment I step ouUlde at my own door. 
In a word. I am boycotted by neig-.i- 
bors, to whom I have given no of- 
fense, nt the order of the lea^nie. 
ivvhieh has -,io cans of comphrmt 
wiiatevrr ap-ainst me. There h.i« 
iievi'r lieeii an rvi<'tioii on farm, 
und I took it on the deaMi oi the 
• former occupier. 

"I receive all my .supjilies l>y jiar 
celA post or lur train. Tlie man I 
send ito fetch itnem has to be areom- 
ponied l)y nn escort oif poli<'e. The 
men I send to nvork in my fields 
must al.so be escorted liy armed 
policemen. 

"A man brouglit timber from iiie 
la.st year, but a day or two after- 
ward wrote declining to itccept de- 
ll v*iry. He had been iiwltnidati i!. 
From another man I brotijrht fn-l. 
Hia'honspi was fired into becnnse he 
bad sold to me, Wfien I was dhout 
to bapin mowing my fields were 
planted with iron .apikes, hundreds 
of them, which prevented ihe iisr to" 
a m<minp marhine, A crave w.is 
dvig, provided with a headstone, and 
decorated witli flowers. 

"I was aiwakened in the middle oi 
i one nigli* by the noise of n great 
1 orowd bejow." They were drivinp off 
my cattle. .\s T openeil the diM>r they 
suriged TXlst, swee]>ln<.'- the latite witli 
them. Thoiieh 1hi-y had three en- 
coiititers witli the poliee they sne- 
<'eed'd in earryinp off eleven out cf 
fiftv liead. 'I'h.it crowd wa.s under 
oUno.st military direction. I heard 
the regular words of command iiivea 
"In <tie first year T aublet some 
small lots of my land. The holders 
were (hereupon summoned befor« the 
local branch of the league, and 
formally trSed as though b>- a pr.ip- 
erly constituted court of law. They 
iwerc ordered ito pive np llielr hohl- 
Snps and apid<>ci/e. They did so. Tha 
proeeedinfjs weie reported and the 
letters of apology printed in full in 
Iflie local papers. 

"Three policemen have striivgeiit 
orders not to \ft me o^t of their 
sight. Policemen are slat.ioned at the 
lodge and jKitrol around the house tII 
night. We sit aloTie at ni(rht th.'se 
winter evenings, my wife and 1, in a 
larjr", still room of that country 
lionse. silent and anxious, not know- 
i'lof lat what moment a buUat may 
oome <!ra.shing through the "windows, 
fio far they have OMia nothing more 
than fling a Mm€. " t keep in my 
bedroom two loaded revolvers and p 
kMded rifle. 

"The lAotive of those wfeo instigate 
th<«e outrages ia simply that tiiey

fer>on streets. Aflter serving his 
time he worked at bis trade in vari- 
ous towns and cities, but forty years 
ago settled in Covtngton, Hy., and 
until twelve years agb, when he re- 
tired, from active service, he was 
Sm)erjni endeiu of Moitive Powwr for 
tJie Queen A: Crescent Railroad Com- 
])any. I'.efore leaxiii),'' Louisville he 
had developed extraordinary talent 
Hs an ig v aa H o r and waa mad« Mast.- r 
.Mcohlanio of the Short Line efliops. 
Uia ■ttdnd was wholly on bla bnainess 
and Patent Office reconda will dhow 
that ho hod obtained more patent 
rigflits for Improvements on locomo- 
tives than any other man In the 
I lilted .stales. ( ine inv. aition. a 
111 .ik. ;!'.<)e, paid liim a large royalty. 
The factory is located at Ohat- 
tanmjfj'a, Teiin, 

.Mr- Meehan also established the 
firat ice manufajcturing plant in 
Me:doo, and waa Prealdant of a Mexi- 
can -mining company. He had a facf- 
nhy fbr turninp everything he 
touched intio money, ile was kindly 
ami f^^nerous ulway.s, but his char- 
ities were never ostentations, .\iiion,? 
his liest friends in Louisville wa , 
the late I'liUisUi I. (•.-.Is. I'oniicily 
.SiiiMM-intcndent of Machinery for the 
]/<>iiisville & Nashviiia Kailroad Com* 
paiiy. Mr. Meehan was the man wno 
iliscovered the abUitlea pf J. T. 
IFarahan, ttonv President of the Illi- 
nois Central Kailroad Compnn.,-. 
.lerry Sullivan, now (wiieral Ma-tcr 
.Meehtinie of Ih.e i;. ami \. at Decatur. 
Ala. was another friend anil priitc;;e. 
rndoiibtedl.\ one of his oldest living 
friends in Louisville was Jeremiah 
Kavana.H-li, foreniau of the L. and .N. 
wheel and axle sJiop. 

I'lie tlvfeased iwns not a member 
of any society except the Cat hoi ie 
Knights of .\mertca, but was nlwavs 
a devout moinber of the church. His 
funeral took place from St. Mary's 
ehiirph, ('iiioiniiati, M-onday mornin,^, 
but the intcrnient was in the family 
lot in the e inetcry in Covington. 
Many of his former friends and asso- 
iatc's. amoMfr tlicm .Mic^hael 0"ltrier. 
ind .\liirly .Shea, accompanied the 
einains to their last restlnsr i)laee. 
William T. Meehan, of <tras city, 
jnoinlnent in RVttemian and Catholi>' 
Kiiigbt« circles, a nephew of the lie- 
ceased, attended the funeral. -Mr. 
Meehan was n brother-in-law to Mrs. 
Mary Meehan, on i:n~» l!ro.id\\a> . and 
to Miss Mnrjfaret ,>\\e(-ne\. l'riii<-i))al 
of the .Smysi^r avenue school, and an 
uncle of yUsa Anna Meehan, Prin- 
cipal oif (he Preston street school.
